Few Reformers have left so fair a fame as 


Johnson says, ‘‘ Those who at- 
spend life in one 
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pursuit; for excellence is not often gained upon 
easier ters.” Great men are not patterns, but 
lights. Luther was the champion of “ justifi- 
cation by faith,” and he labored to cast out all 
the trumpery, “wood, hay and stubble,” and 
idolatry, from the church ; Calvin was the cham- 
pion of * predestination,” and wrote a system of 
divinity more fearful than any who had preced- 
ed hin; Robinson was the champion of the au- 
tonomy and independence of the churches, and 
Roger Williams and John Miltcn, for the liberty 
of conscience and full toleration. It affects Lu- 
ther’s reputation very little, that he did not re- 
form the eucharist, but held fast the Catholic 
absurdity of the real presence: nor Calvin's, 
that, with all his discrimination of intellect, he 
could not learn that God chooses “mercy and 
not sacrifice :” nor Williams’ and Milton’s, that, 
though they lived to see the principles of the 
glorious liberty of the gospel extensively re- 
ceived and practiced, yet hud no fixed church, 
state or connection of their own, and could not 
become satistied in respect to the ordinances of 
the gospel and the administration of them. This 
strikingly shows that these great treasures are 
in ‘‘earthern vessels,” and that men are visited 
with infirmities “lest they should be exalted 
above measure.” 

Williams was not a man to set up ordinances 
and establish churches. In this there is a great 
resemblance between him and Luther, though 
Williams was here before Luther, for he left 
everything in relation to the service and worship 
of God to the men and the ministers who pro- 
fessed to be believers. Itis pretty clear that 
Luther perceived that this liberty ought to be 
enjoyed, yet his fears predominated, and he left 
the converts from Romanism in the hands of the 
civil government, 

The historian of the Reformation says, “ Sete 
ting out in principle from the democratic, he are 
rived in fact to the Erastian extreme. Never, 
perhaps, was there so immense a Space between 
the premises laid down by any man, and the 
eonduct he adopted. He often expressed him- 
self in a contradictory manner on what princes 
ought and ought not to do in the church. This 
Was a point on which the Reformer bad no set- 
tled opmicns. “ The faithful, being in their mi- 
nority,” he said, “had need of a guardian: ig- 
norant nen, conceit d town's-people—now what 
could be done with such elements?” The dem- 
ocratic organization was compelled to give way 
to an organization conformable to the civil gov- 
ernment.” Vol. 4. 31. 

Thus manifest is it that one-half the Refor- 
mation was incomplete, and that John Robinson 
and his co-adjutors had the other half off their

It is no objection to Williams, as a reformer, 
jor indeed, in any other character, that he be- 
|lieved in the necessity of adult baptism, and

} ceived in infancy. It shows his great conscien- 
| tiousness. Great men and good men have had 
j their difliculies on this point, some of whom 
have decided one way and some the other. It 
fis understood that the Coneregationalists can- 
jnot re-baptize. But the reason of this is not 
very clear.

Half of the 
baptisms ever administered, may, for ought we 
kuow, have been administered by wicked, un- 
converted en. As to an ordained minister be- 
ing necessary to the performance of this ordi- 
nance, he shows but a narrow mind who so be- 
leves. That such an administrator is desira- 
ble, that under him, it is most likely to be seri- 
jous, that it is more decent and orderly, when 
|such an one can be procured for the service, is 
jeertainly true. But it is not necessary, and he

sistent, go the whole length of the apostolical

Instability is nota characteristic of Williams, 
but the contrary, inflexibility. Some little prog- 
ress a reformer must be allowed to make. His 
mind should not be closed against all improve- 
ment, nor, when light breaks in, should his con- 
science resist it. After all that the pickthanks 
have sought out and proclaimed of the small 
faults or supposed eccentricities of ROGER 
WILLIAMS, his name stands and will stand in 
glittering cariTaLs on the rintars of UNIVERSAL 
APPLAUSE. E.
